The appeal in the case of Mrs. Margaret 
Houlihan, of Knocklafalla rn Ti ao 
Carrick-on-Suir, against the Waterío County 
Council, was re-entered on a further note of 
the Circuit Court Judge at Waterford. 

The appeal had been brought on behalf of 
Mrs. Houlihan from an order of the Circuit 
Court Judge refusing her application under 
the Workmen's Compensation Act, 1934, for

THE PURCHASE 
OF BIBLES 


An appeal by way oí case stated came be- 
fore the Court in a summons that had been 
brought against Michael McGinley, of Glin, 
Kilmacrenan, at Lifford on the 10th March 
last for “carrying merchandise in the busi- 
ness of transport,’ which was illegal under 
the Road Transport Act, 1935. The summons 
was dismissed and the appeal was for the 
determination of certain question arising 
out of the decision. 

The case was stated by District Justice 
Walsh, who said that he had decided that 
the defendant had carried the stones; that the 
stones belonged to the Donegal County Coun- 
cil; that the defendant made a bargain with 
the County Council to carry the stones, and 
that the stones were not for sale, but for 
use on the public road which the Council was 
repairing. it was admitted that the defen- 
dant was not authorised under the Act to 
carry merchandise. Mr. MacMenamin men-

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'' OUR JUDGMENT MUST

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‘é¢ VERY religious body in France has 

E, voiced its gi against the perse- 

cution which is being carried on with 

such violence in Spaim .gainst the Catholic 

Church,” states the Jnformations Inter- 
nationales, of Paris. 

For example, in every synagogue in France 
and Alger a prayer was said on the day of 
the “Great Pardon” in memery of the priests 
and religwus who have been killed or im- 
prisone. The document runs as follows :— 

‘To the Catholic priests a: d religious who. 
innocent victims ot civil disorders, and while 
engaged in their mission of prayer and charity, 
have met a tragic fate, in Mexico a little 
time ago, in unhappy Spain to-day, where 
brother fights brother in the most. horrible 
and heastrending of wars; to all victims of 
intolerance and fanaticism, Jews, Christians, 
fellow-men, in whatever camp they have 
fallen, we extend our sorrowful and ep 
felt sympathy, for “srael must always take 
the part of the persecuted against the perse- 
cutors,”’ 

In similar fashion the Protestant Federa- 
tion of France, through the President, 
Pasteur Mare Boegner, has issued the follow- 
ing appeal to the faithful :— 

“ At the first meeting held since the 15th 
June, 1936, the Counciti of the Protestant 
Federation, on behalf of the members, 
wish to express the sorrow felt by 
all Protestanis at the civil war which 
for the past three months has been rending 
the Spanish nation. The Council requests that 
in every church this prayer be offered up to 
God in public intercession for all the victims 
of this atrocious conflict, and particularly for 
those faithful Christians, Catholic or Pro- 
testant, priest or laity, who are being called 
upon to bear witness, in sufferings and often 
in martyrdom, to their faith. 

“May God raise up in cruelly tortured 
Spain men who, out of the midst of such 
terrible ruin, may be enabled to quell all 
hatreds and prepare for their country the way 
to peace.”’ 


PRAYERS FOR SPAIN 


The Cardinals and Bishops of France have 
ordered that prayers be said for Spain, and 
have given help, especially to the Spanish 
priests who have sought refuge in their 
dioceses. Elsewhere Catholic writers are con- 
tinuing their campaign against certain papers 
of the Left which up to hte present have re 
trained from condemning the anti-religious 
aspect which the war has taken on and the 
crimes committed by anarchists and other 
extremist elements. 

{. C. Martel, for example, referring to the 
two big Radical and Socialist papers in the 
South of France. has written an article which 
appeared in all the local “Crois,” and from 
which we quote the following lines :— 

‘ These papers likewise ignore the wholesale 
massacres of Seminarists (150 In Barcelona, 
for example), of priests (46 at Balaguer), of 
religious (more than a hundred at the Esco- 
rial), they do not know that heavily armed 
cars have gone around terrorising to the 
smallest villages, and that in every case the 


Under the existing agreement between the 
Theatre and Cinema Association (Ireland) 
and the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union no stoppage can take place 
in the Dublin theatres and cinemas before 
Sunday, 20th inst. 

The association holds its monthly meeting 
this week, and if, in accordance with the 
decision of the workers on Sunday last, 
strike notices are served in the meantime, 
the matter will probably come up for discus 
sion. It is considered likely that both 
parties will agree to further negotiations. 

About 1,000 workers are directly affected 
by the dispute, which concerns wages, hours 
and conditions. 

This year the workers asked for a number 
of changes before they would agree to renew 
the standing agreement. The employers made 
a number of counter-claims. 

The workers claimed that special rates 
should be paid for staffs engaged at trade 
shows. In some cases the rates mentioned 
are already in operation. The employers 
offied to pay double time on such occa- 
a410ns. 

Another demand was that there should be 
no Sunday afternoon shows during the 
months of June, July and August. The 
employers offered to give each member of 
their staffs four Sunday afternoons off dur- 
ing the summer period. 

The workers applied for double rates for 
work performed on bank holidays. They were 
offered time and « half for St Stephen's 
Day and St. Patrick's Day. No offer of new 
rates was made for any other bank holiday. 

A new classification of houses was pro- 
posed by the union, and there is substantial 
agreement on this point. 

On their part the employers applied for 
an increase in working hours from to 40. 
This suggestion. was accepted by the Union 
but, when the dratt propesals were being 
made, was not pressed by the emplo ers. 

Another point was a suggestion loom the 
employers that new entrants into the busi- 
ness should be paid at a rate lower than the 
standard rates for the first three months. 
This was strongly opposed by the workers.

If one reflects that the Internationa! 
Bureau of the Swiss Protestant Press and 
the Sacred Synod ef the Greek Orthodox 
Church have published equally moving 
protests aginst the atrocitias committed in 
Spain, one must recognise that these 
atrocities have been condemned by all 
religions, by Jews as well as Catholics, 
Protestants no less than members of the 
Orthodox Church, and that therein lies the 
proof of the universality of the sentiments 
of justice and humanity inherent in the minds 
of «ll religious men, even of all right-thinking 
men.

“1 soon found,” added the bookseller, 
““ that he had no breakfast, but all I could 
persuade him to take was a cup of coffee.”’ 
After a couple of hours of hard sorting, 
two or three hundred pamphlets were 
selected and promptly paid for. Macaulay 
inculcated on him the duty of never beat- 
ing a seller down below a fair price, and 


of never keeping a tradesman waiting for 
his money.

M ENTION puppet pictures to. the 

average we film critic and, ten 
to one, you will be asked ‘‘ Why? Isn't the 
standard of acting on the screen wooden 
eno as it is?’’ Puppet films, however, 
have a definite purpose and, in the hands 
of a few artistes here and there, are slowly 
developing a new art angle of cinema, 
Our only knowledge of them in the Irish 
Free State comes from a few advertising 
efforts which did the puppet film little 
credit. 


It is doubtful if we shall ever see 
exhibited in the Dublin cinemas Ptushko’s 
modernised version of Gulliver's Travels, 
in which Swift's satire is ES to con- 
temporary civilisation. e production 
shows the effective use of dolls in the hands 
of a master of film puppetry. 

- This picture was the result of two years 
of wearying experiment. It has one 
human actor, a fourteen-year-old boy and 
no fewer than three thousand tiny puppets 
(noné more than two inches high) made 
of wood, metal and rubber, and perfect 
down to their almost invisible fingers 
which are joined and move naturally. 
Every “ move’’ is photographed separately 
and it takes more than twenty-five “‘shots”’ 
to make a puppet raise his arm. Each 
leading “ actor ”’ two or three 
hundred heads “ registering” different

Fairy Tales 


TUSHKO’S isa tg film, = music 
specially composed for it, It is more 
or inno’ Russian propaganda. Much wider 
appeal seems likely for the fairy tale films 
which the Brothers Diehl are making in 
Germany. One three-reel version of a 
Grimm story has won favour with the 
Reich, which has ordered five hundred 
copies for exhibition in the State schools. 
These fairy tale puppet films very forcibly 
demonstrate the possibilities of the “ toy- 
town "4 productions. 

Even more of the atmosphere of fairy- 
land is conveyed by the strange films 
which Rene Bertrand, a Paris sculptor, is 
making in a studio in Montparnasse, with 
three children, aged about eight, nine and 
ten, as his modelling assistants. Whereas, 
in the case of the Russian and German 
productions the puppets (apart from their 
greater naturalism) are more or less on 
the lines of Doctor Vittoria Podrecca’s 
Teatro dei Piccoli, minus the wires, the 
Bertrand “ actors” are made of a 
cr substance and vary in 

eight according to the size of the “set” 
on which they are appearing. Thus, Blue 
Beard may be only two inches high in one 
scene and twenty inches in another. And 
it took three weeks to move him eight 
inches in one particular scene. 

Then there is George Pal, in Holland, 
who has made puppet films in colour for 
advertisers, and magic films for his own 
gratification. And, in addition to M. 
Bertrand, France can boast of Starevitch, 
who is also making magic with puppets. 
All these artists have brought imagina- 
tion, a sense of beauty, poetry and fan- 
tasy to their task. They are experiment- 
ing in new material, and utilising coloar 
as it has never before been utilised on 
the sereen. It is earnestly to be hoped

High Romance 


T is easier to believe in Jeffery Farnol’s

SIR V. WARRENDER ON 
THE ARMY’S NEEDS 


oe 


Sir Victor Warrender (Financial Secre- 
tary to the War Office), deputising last 
night for the Minister of War, told a 
Territorial rally at Bristo) that there was 
a domestic crisis in 1914, immediately be- 
fore the outbreak of war. 

“ At home to-day we are afflicted with 
a domestic crisis,” he said. “ Those of us 
whosé memories go back to 1914 cannot 
help recalling that it was a prospect of 
internal discomfiture which undoubtedly 
preceded the outbreak of war at that 
time. These circumstances, coupled with 
those which face us abroad and overseas, 
make it more imperative than ever that 
this country should no longer remain in 
a weak state of defence. As agamst the 
wholesale conscription of man-power in 
many foreign countries, the whole of our 
needs could be met if five per cent. of 
our able-bodied population would give the 
minimum of service, 

Sir Victor announced that, as the re- 
sult of the improved advantages given to 
Territorial regiments, the recruiting 
figures for November of this year were one 
hundred per cont. better than in the 
same month of last year. He said that 
the Secretary of State for War was 
anxious to bring in a scheme under which 
every recruit to the Regular Army would 
be guaranteed a job m civil life when he 
finished his period with the colours. 
That was one of the measures which the 
Government intended to take. 
‘*Conscription,’’ he said, “is talked of 
in some quarters as though it was almost 
upon us. I do not think that the end of 
the voluntary system is near. No one 
would deplore conscription more than I, | 
and, perhaps, those who talk about it, 
because, whatever blow to our prestige 
the abandonment of the voluntary system 
would be, it would be also a great blow 
to the pockets of the taxpayer.’’ 

In a message to Sir Victor Warrender 
Mr. Duff Cooper said: ''We are passing 
through a period of acute national and 
imperial anxiety. We are faced by many 
dangers, international and domestic. At 
such a period we cannot better occupy our 
time than in taking counsel with one an- 
other as to the best means of strengthen- 
ing our defences; for there never was a 
moment when the country stood in 
greater need of the devoted services of all 
its citizens.’’

The remarkable career of Sir Hugh Lane, 
the famous art collector, was sketched by Mr. 
C, P. Curran in a broadeast talk in the Great 
Irishmen series from Athlone last night. 

Lane, he said, was a lover of autiful 
things; a picture dealer, to whom the money 
value of a picture was less than the restora- 
tion to the world of a lost treasure. He was 
the son of a Cork clergyman, and had to 
make his own way in the world, and in 1892, 
when he was 18 years of age, he began as a 
penniless youth at 20s. a week in Colnaghi's, 
the London art dealer. His rise to fortune 
and to a commanding position in the art 
world was almost fabulous. 

Lane later brought his special gifts to the 
service of art in Ireland, and in 1904 he 
exhibited 450 works selected from irish 
artists at the Guildahll, London, an exhibi- 
tion which triumphantly achieved its purpose 
of challenging a position for Irish artists 
like that which was being won by their 
fellows in literature. In the catalogue of that 
exhibition he made his first plea for a gallery 
of contemporary art in Dublin.

£100,000 SCHEME 


The Council, in adopting the report of 
the General Purposes Commiittes, approved 
of a £100,000 scheme for the erection of new 
baths, swimming pool, café, bandstand, the 
provision of car parks, and various other im- 
provements 

The General Purposes Committee reported 
that the Borough acha (Mr. P. J. Her- 
non) had submitted a detailed report cover- 
ing the construction of baths, swimming 
pool, café, bandstand and provision for motor 
car parking, etc., which he had sg no Ae 
consultation with the Town Planning 
Adviser and the Borough Surveyor. It 
was proposed that the swimming pool 
be 00 metres im length with a 
ten-hour turnover, equipped with 2, 3, 5 and 
10 metre diving boards. and having men’s 
and women’s dressing cubicles and lockers, 
and accommodation á approximately 3,000 
spectators. A hot swimming pool, 75ft. by 
30ft., and 80 slipper baths a would be 
provided for the scheme. It was the in- 
tention also to have a café, with kitchen and 
service, a first-aid station, laundry, pumps 
and purification plant, superintendents’ 
quarters and ticket office accommodation. The 
Borough Manager and his staff had estimated 
the cost at approximately £100,000. 
The Committee had considered the report 
submitted by the Borough Manager and had 
decided that it be adopted; that the baths be 
established at Sandycove, and that competi- 
tion for the design be limited to architects 
and engineers practising in the Free State. 
They recommended that the prizes for the 
best designs be :—First prize £400, second 
prize £250, third prize £100, and that appli- 
cation be made to the Minister for Local 
Government for a State grant towards the 
cost of carrying out the scheme. 

The report of the Committee was adopted.

King and Country 


Anxiety throughout the British Common- 
wealth is growing as a result of the con- 
tinued uncertainty regarding the King’s 
matrimonial plans. During the last few 
days some additional light has been 
thrown upon the origins of the present 
crisis; but Mr. Baldwin's statements in 
the House of Commons have added little 
to the public knowledge, and so far no 
hint has been given of His Majesty's 
ultimate intentions. The suggestion that 
the British Government has been trying 
to force the King’s hand, and to place him 
‘in a false position, is entirely un 
warranted. His Majesty himself took the 
initiative, and the Prime Minister has 
acted with absolute correctness through 
out the whole sad controversy. Some 
weeks ago, according to Mr. Baldwin's 
statement to Parliament yesterday, the 
King informed him of his resolve to 
marry Mrs. Simpson so soon as she should 
be free to marry again. It seems that he 
sounded the Premier concerning the possi- 
bility of a morganatic marriage, and the 
advice that has been tendered to him by 
Mr. Baldwin has been confined exclusively 
to that question. As the Premier stated 
some days ago in the House of Commons, 
no provision is made in Great Britain for 
such marriages, and the Government has 
refused to introduce special legislation, 
which, presumably, would involve an Art 
of Exclusion, in order to enable His 
Majesty to marry Mrs. Simpson in his 
private capacity, and to continue to reign 
without a Consort. There has been no 
attempt to put pressure upon the Sove- 
reign, who alone can decide his future 
course of action. All his public engage 
ments have been cancelled since the 
matter was brought to a head last week 
by the Bishop of Bradford. He has been 
living in complete seclusion at his country 
residence near Sunningdale, and, although 
there have been constant comings arid 
goings between Fort Belvedere and 
London, no decision has been taken yet. 
Mr. Baldwin said yesterday that when 
His Majesty should have made up his 
mind he doubtless would inform the 
Government and the Dominions of his 
intentions. In the meanwhile, public un- 
easiness is becoming more 
acute. 

It is a most regrettable affair, Every 
body sympathises with the young King in 
his personal distress; but untold harm is 
being done to the interests of the Monarchy 
and the Commonwealth by the prolonged 
uncertainty, The American and, to a less 
extent, some of the British newspapers 
are lowering the King’s private concerns 
to the level of a Hollywood ‘‘ stunt.” 
When Mrs. Simpson left London for the 
South of France some days ago she was 
followed by a small army of journalists 
and photographers eager to glean the 
smallest tit-bit of vulgar gossip for the 
columns of the yellow Press. All sense of 
dignity, even of decency, seems to have 
been cast to the winds; and a love affair. 
which probably is based on deep and 
abiding affections on both sides, has been 
cheapened hatefully by unscrupulous 
“publicity.” Mrs, Simpson, who was 
accompanied to the Riviera by Lord 
Brownlow, Lord-in-Waiting to the King, 
has announced from her retreat in Cannes 
that she is willing to “ withdraw ” from 
a situation that has been rendered un. 
happy and untenable; but the damage 
already has been done. The British 
Monarchy has been made the butt of ill. 
mannered lampoon and coarse jest 
throughout the United States of America. 
Europe is bewildered by the whole sorry 
business, and while, to his eternal credit, 
Herr Hitler has forbidden the German 
newspapers to comment upon it in any 
way, the Press in other countries is 
gloating over every petty detail of Mrs. 
Simpson’s career, It is a great pity that 
there should be any delay in the final 
settlement of this most painful problem. 
Already there are signs of dangerous 
differences of opinion in Great Britain. 
Although the House of Commons appears 
to be fairly solid in its support of the 
Government, irresponsible persons © are 
seeking to gain a certain amount of popu. 
larity by an attempt to raise a totally 
false issue. It is grossly unfair to suggest 
that a strait-leced Government is trying 
to bully @ young and much-beloved King 
into a course of action that is distasteful 
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set 
all If he should marry a 
divorced woman—despite the fact that in 
both cases she was the plaintiff against 
her hasbands—an almost impossible situa- 
tion would be created. It is all very well 
to sneer at the “nonconformist con- 
science,” and to talk about British 
hypocrisy.  Déubtless, there are the 
‘“uneo guid," whose own private lives are 
not above reproach ; but the Monarchy in 
Great Britain is broad-based on popular 
respect, as well as on popular affection, 
and however much one may sympathise 
with His Majesty's feelings as.a man— 
-for Monarchs as well as ordinary folk are 
subject to human passions and human 
weaknesses—his great position cannot be 
overlooked. We hope and pray that he 
may be guided aright in this bitter crisis. 
We believe that his strong sense of duty 
will prevail in the end; but the interests 
of the British Empire are paramount, and 
must be served. 


Shipping Subsidies 


The building of the Queen Mary has 
brought the ' Blue Riband”’ of the 
Atlantic back to Great Britain, but it has 
done at least one very bad thing for 
British shipping. More than ever before 
the public is inclined to think of British 
maritime prestige in terms of the North 
Atlantic route—so long as the Queen Marv 
remains the largest and fastest liner in the 
world, it is felt that the 
supremacy is unchallenged. This com: 


country's 


placent attitude of mind has no real 
foundation. It is highly important that 
on the passehger route to and from New 
York Great Britain should be 
concours, but other routes contrive to be 
almost important, though 
the unpleasant fact 
remains that the British steamers are 
being driven off them by foreign com- 
petition. A case in point’is the route 
linking America, Australia, and New 
Zealand, which has just been the subject 
of a report by the Imperial Shipping Com- 
mittee. Before 19351 this service was 
virtually controlled by two British com 
panies; nowadays an American company 
commands three-fifths of the trade, and is 
steadily improving its position, The 
British companies did not lose this traffic 
through any fault of their own, but 
because new American liners were put on 
the route which surpassed all the existing 
ships in speed and luxury. The dice, 
indeed, were loaded too heavily against the 
British companies. In order to help in 
the building of the new liners the United 
States Government had lent the necessary 
money at an interest of about one 
per cent., while the running expenses were 
partly covered by an annual subsidy of 
£200,000, given in the form of extravagant 
contracts for the carriage of mails. Un- 
aided, the British companies could not 
hope to build new ships of their own to 
compete with the Americans, and the 
‘report points out that, although the 
standard of comfort on this route has now 
become ridiculously high, no service on 
lower standards will be able to secure a 
fair share of the traffic. In order to win 
back the ground which has been lost, a 
subsidy from the British Government will 
be necessary to set against the American 
subsidies, and this course is suggested in 
the report. It is hard to see how Great 
Britain can deny such help. As “was 
revealed a few months ago, the number ol 
British merchant ships at present in com- 
mission is actually lower than the number 
in 1914, and the reason is that foreign 
subsidised companies are driving the 
British companies out of business. If it 
were only that a great industry is being 
endangered, the situation would be serious 
enough, but there are more important 
issues. In time of war the merchant 
service is no less vital to Great Britain's 
security than the Royal Navy, and she wil! 
not be able to guarantee the transport of 
her food supplies if the tonnage is allowed 
to sink below a certain level. It is for 
that reason, if for no other, that a State 
subsidy appears to be needed. 
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societies there are people to be found who 
deny the validity of the postulate that the 
jazz musician has a right to live.

At last mounted police were compelled 
to mount the pavement, followed by foot 
police, and there was a scuffle. Later a 
man was taken away in a police van,

NEW ZEALAND CABINET

Indian comment on ,the British crisis 
now follows two lines, says a Times 
telegram from Delhi.

There is much confused thinking on 
the constitutional aspects owing to the lack 
of authoritative information from which 
reasoned conclusions may be drawn. While 
the King’s dilemma is appreciated, and 
much sympathy is extended to him on 
sentimental grounds, responsible opinion 
generally supports Mr. Baldwin and the 
views of the responsible Press in Great 
Britain. 

The dangers to the Throne inherent in 
the controversy are causing some concern, 
even in the Nationalist Press. 

The Hindu, of Madras, interprets the 
support given to Mr. Baldwin as meaning 
that the British people as a whole do not 
regard the marriage with favour, and that 
the King can hardly go against the advice 
of his Ministers without precipitating a 
constitutional deadlock. The Hindu con- 
cludes from the newspaper reports that the 
issue resolves itself into a choice between 
abdication or abandonment of the pro- 
jected marriage.

He declares that these persons have no 
arms or means of aggression and are under 
control, and that the Spanish Government 
are at liberty to take any action they may 
think fit on their own responsibility and 
without recourse to force, 

Finally, he observes that the few arms 
which the Embassy possesses will never 
be used againt the legitimate authority, 
but will be reserved for resistance in case 
irresponsible groups should exercise 
violence, and then only, pending the 
arrival of the protection the Government 
are obliged to extend to embassies, a duty 
which they have up to now fulfilled. 

This Note, which shows an intimate 
knowledge both of the actual situation and 
of the requirements of revolutions, ends 
with General Perez Trevino’s stating: 
“ My position as a Mexican revolutionary 
and my convictions as a friend of the 
people's cause are a guarantee of my 
loyalty to the people of Spain.” 


DESERTERS FROM FRANCO

Both here and 
in the Prelude, a /'apres-midi d'un faune, by 
Debussy, they showed technique of a high 
order and great control of tone colours. The 
modern mood of Arnold Bax’ “ Hardanger”’ 
was equally well caught, and very impressive 
was the playing of ‘Tarantelle,” from 
Rachmaninov’s Second Suite.

EXPLANATION OF NEW 
BRITISH REGULATIONS 


-“ 


A large number of inquiries have been 
received by the R.A.C. regarding the pro- 
visions of the new Road Vehicles Lighting 
Regulations which have recently come mto 
force in Britain. Put in simple terms, the 
R.A.C. states that the position is as follows: 
Head-lamps of cars and motor cycles must 
be fitted with some form of anti-dazzle device 
which, either by deflection of the hght down- 
wards or both downwards and to the left, 
renders the beam incapable of dazzling any 
person standing on the same level as the 
vehicle at a greater distance away than 25 
feet and at an eye level of not less than 
5 feet 6 inches. 

Side-lamps must not exceed seven watts 
and must be fitted with frosted glass or other 
material with a diffusing effect. 

The whole of the abcve regulation applies 
at once to amy new cars or motor cycles 
registered for the first time on or after 4th 
October this year (1956). It does not come 
into operation, however, for cars or motor 
cycles registered before that date until 3rd 
October, 1957. Where acetylene lamps are 
used, it does not apply until 2nd October, 
1958 

The following regulations are in operation 
now -— 

All bulbs in both head or side-lamps must 
have the wattage marked thereon. 


SWITCH OFF 


Vehicles when stationary 
forced traffic : 
head-lights 
Head lights may follow the movements of 
the front wheels, although not necessarily 
through the same angle, provided that the 
centre of the lamp is not more than 3ft. 3ins. 
from the ground. 

Red rear lights must either be on the centre 
line of a vehicle or on the off-side, and they 
may not be more than 3ft. 6ins. from the 
ground. 

None of the lights required by law showing 
to the front may be more than 5ft. from the 
ground, and no ‘part of the vehicle may 
extend sideways more than 12ins. from the

The R.A.C. explains that the above isa 
very brief summary of the new regnuiations 
so far as they apply to private cars and moto? 
cycles only. Certain exceptions are made in 
upusual cases, but no reference is made to 
them here, as they are liable to lead to con- 
fusion. 

It is also pointed out by the R.A.C. that 
whilst provision is made in the regulations 
for the deflection or dipping of head-lamps, 
there is nothing in the regulations which 
states when this should be done. The club, 
however, makes the strongest possible appeal 
te all drivers to dip their lights for all on- 
coming traffic, and to do so in good time, 
especially on long straight roads.

Lecturing at the Aquinas Circle, St. 
Kevin's House, Parneli square, Dublin, yes- 
terday evening on the question whether 
charity requires that we should love our 
enemies, Father Aegidius Doolan, O.P., said 
that whoever follows the way of love taught 
by Jesus Christ is bound to have enemies 
just as He had enemies. Persecution was a 
mark of Christianity. This was the mystery 
of the world’s gee that appeared on the 
day when, as a result of original ‘sin, God 
Himself put enmities between children of 
the Immaculate and “the children of the 
devil.” While, therefore, the Christian must 
be everybody's friend, he himself will in- 
fallibly have enemies. These he is bound to 
love according to the express command of 
Christ. 

The true Christian was bound to love those 
who bore him ill-will ana who showed him 
ill-will openly. He was bound to love even 
his worst enemies. Catholics might not hate 
any person, but they must hate error and sin. 
Mgr. Budkiewicz gave an éxample of this 
in his last speech before his execution by 
the Bolsheviks. He said that Catholics may 


not hate. ‘‘ The leaders in the struggle 
for the interests of the Proletariat,”’ 
he said, “accuse us of hatred 


towards- them. The citizen Procurator 
accuses» us of harbouring political hatred 
of Bolshevism. He cannot understand 
that we hate Bolshevism from a religious 
point of view. Persons not educated in 
Christian principles cannot understand this; 
they regard us as their enemies. But the 
Roman Catholic clergy do not know and 
cannot know what hatred is. 

St. Thomas Aquinus sets out the Catholic 
teaching of the love of enemies under five 
headings :—({1) To love our enemies as such 
is perverse and contrary to charity, since it 
implies love of evil in others; (2) we are 
bound not to exclude our enemy from the 
love which is given to our neighbour, and 
an adopted child of God: (3) charity does not 
require that one should love one’s enemy 
more particularly than people in general; (4) 
if the necessity were to occur when one’s 
enemy required the especial assistance of 
one’s love and beneficence, one is strictly 
bound to accord it; (5) outside of this neces. 
sity it is of counsel pot of precept to love 
one’s enemy with a particular and not merely 
general love.
